Mr Nixon's work’ on the 
House Un-American Activities 
Committee brought to public 
attention the evidence which 
resulted in the conviction of 
Alger, Hiss for perjury. 

The Republican tide in_Call~ 
fornia also swept James Roose- 
velt, eldest son of the Jate Pre- 
sident Franklin, Roosevelt, out 
of the contest for the State 
governorship. The present 
Governor, Earl Warren, wis 
re-elected with double the 
votes pooled for Mr Roosevelt. 

Governor Thomas Dewey had 
a minor revenge for his presi- 
dential election defeat by Mr 
Truman in 1948, His success 
wag assured from the start of 
the counting and he finished 
with a majority of about 600,- 
000 over the Democratic can~ 
didate, Mr Walter Lynch. 

The Democrats suffered four 
losses in contests for State 
governorships, .Thoy were in 
Connecticut, Nevada, Maryland 
and. Colorado.

The British Government in 
Ind‘a busied ftself in ralsing 
an enormous Indian Army. The 
two great Indian political par- 
ties, the Congress and the 
Moslem League, were either 
actively hostile or gave no help, 
Nevertheless, upwards of 2% 
million Indians volunteered to 
serve in the forces and by 1942

The War Cabinct could not 
agreo to the head of a foreign 
State intervening as a kind of 
impartial ‘arbiter between 
representat'ves of the King- 
Emperor and Messrs. Gandhi 
and Nehru. I therefore wrote to 
the Generalissimo. - 


12 Feb., 42. 

We think here in the Cabinet 
that your suggested visit to 
‘Mr Gandhi ot Wardha might 
impede the desire we have for 
rally'ng all India to the war 


effort against Japan. It might. 


have ‘the unintended 
effect of emphasising com- 
munal differences at a 
moment when unity is im- 
“-perative, _ and I venture to 
how that Your Excellency 
will be so very Kind as not 
to press the matter contrary 
to the wishes of the Viceroy 
or the.
